But.  in  fart,  we  have  just  what  Mr.  Bacon 
ridicules^- a  sort  of  a  court,  -but  not  much  of 
a  couxj,  in  Washington;  and  dinners  are 
given  which  are  official  in  some  sort  of  a 
wrf-nk  way.  and  in  which  the  dignity  of  the 
natioQ  is  supjiosrd  to  be  somewhat  repre 
sentesi.  Tlic  court  Lh  of  no  great  account, 
chiefly  hocau.se  it  is  liable  tost  rapid  ttuctu 
ntions,  and.  fortunately,  its  e-.tire  loan  would 
W  no  great  inlttry.

Now,  we  would  not  think  il  a  matter  of 
prudence  or  courtesy  to  h<>ml>an]  Mrs.  Gar- 
field  witlt  petitions  and  prayiTa  to  follow 
Mr*.  Hayes  c\.'.*ple;  but  we  do  siucendy 
hope  tbs l  ’she  nil  do  so.  H  this  is  a  public 
matter,  then  we  may  properly  oxpresi  the 
,  opinion  that  our  best  public  Sentiment, 
which  rejects  wine,  ought  to  rule.  It  is  our 
country  and  our  society  that  are  to  he  repre¬ 
sented  in  anr  maria,  and  not  the  societ^ 
and  customs  of  France  or  Austria.  Our  na¬ 
tional  habits  are  not  wine-drinking.  If  Mr.
